The 
word “wonder” is repeated 
again in this chanter to remind 
us {0 interpret this section 
symbolicly. Remember the word 
wonder" comes from the greek 
word “semeion” which means 
“sign” of “symbol”. 

As we have said before. when 
the Bible gives us symbols, 
they are usually easily inter. 
preted by the Bible. Here the 
identity of the great red dragon 
is clearly the Devil. “And the 
qreal dragon was Cast out. that 
vid serpent, called the Devil and 
Satan . “ Verse 9. 

The seven heads seem 10 
speak of Satan's great wisdom. 
Seven is the number symbolic 
of perfection, and head refers to 
wisdom. Satan lost much of nis 
great wisdom in the fall, Ezekiel 
28:17. Horns speak symbolicly 
of governments in the Bible. 
The ten horns may speak of the 
10 confederated kingdoms thru 
which ine antichrist shall rise to 
power someday. The seven 
crowns upon his heads may 
speak of his superior rujership 
over the ten kingdoms. A better 
understanding of this symbolic 
background can be gained by 
studying Danie! chapters 2 and 
7 especially. 

The first pari of verse 4 seenis 
to weli picture the fall of Satan 
with his anaels who followed 
him: “And his tail drew the third 
part of the stars of heaven. and 
did cast them to the earth.” 
Observe the fall of Satan in 


relerence of your Bible, the 
word Lucifer could be translated 
“day star.” Here Satan is called 
a star. This fits well the words 
of Jesus in Luke 10:18: “...1 
beheld Satan as fightning faii 
from heaven.” Just as we have 
already seen the word “star” 
used svmboticly for good an- 
gale ar messengers in Rev 
1:20, even so. here the stars 
seem to refer ta those angels 
who fell with Satan also. 

The close of verse 4 intro- 
duces us to the primary work of 
Satan upon ihe earth following 
his fali. "... And the dragon 
Stood before the woman which 
was ready to be delivered, for to 
devour her child as soon as it 
wos born.” Ag we saw last 
week, ihe woman is istaei, and 
as we shall see in verse 5. the 
raan child can be none other 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The primary work of the Devil 
is to fight against the Lord 
Jesus Christ and His people. 
Just as the great dream of every 
orthodox vewish woman was to 
be the motiier of the coming 
Messiah, even so. the dream of

The carly weeks of the new year, however, may feel some 
dislocation as idie coal miners attempt to finalize a national pact 
and settle local grievances. Elsewhere, labor problems will focus 
targely upon negotiations in selected areas of the clothing, textile, 
aircraft, airline, oii, and shipbuilding indusiries, with the 
sossibilite of wildeat walkouts by railroad workers, Yet, new 
contract ‘settlements along with terms of existing multi-year 
contracts — plus the hike in the minimum wage and expanded 
coverage — wil} boost fabor costs. 


CORPORATE PROFITS AND DIVIDENDS TO RISE 


Business protits after taxes should manage a 10% increase in 
1978. While this would not quite match 1977's year-to-year gain, the 
final outcome could range a trifle higher if there were a real break 
on the tax front. Corporate profits face tough going as a result of 
cost presures and intense cumpetition, but management will stress 
operating efficiencies and rapid price adjusiments to offset 
escalating cosis. With profits expected to trend higher, divident 
payments will be more generous, even surpassing 1977's spate of 
hikes. 


RUE DING AND CONSTRUCTION 
One of tha towers of economic strength in 1977 was private 
housing starts, which climbed more than 26% over 1976 to around 
the 1.9-million-unit level. Permits for new residential building also 
held up well during the year, assuring another near-peak effort for 
1978. Since home building may inch upward only a bit trom 1977, it 
will help to maintain the economy rather than {o impel it toward 
* now heights. There will be more multi-family units built than single 
homes. Mortgage credit should be mostly adequate in 1978. 
While commercial and industrial 
improvement over the past year, it was not impressive. And we look 
for no surge in 1978. Heavy construction should experience 
moderate gains owing to larger public spending budgets. 


EMPLOYMENT — PERSONAL INCOME — WAGES 


The new year will see new records for employment and 
personal income, but it will still not be easy to force the jobless rate 
much below the 7% mark. Though a further uptrend in business 
should imply more job openings, there we. * st be a proportionate 
expansion of employment because of management's keen 
awareness of Soaring operating cosis, higher employmont-ret 
taxes, an increased minimum wage, and a greater need for skilled 
workers at a lime when new and inexperienced job aspirants are 
floading the work force. Yet, new peaks in employment, longer 
work weeks. and rising salaries and pay rates will heln to hoost 
earned incomes — and this will be augmented by higher social 
security outlays and hikes in personal investment income. Unless a

Historically high employment and personal income plus the 
increasing likelihood ot federal tax relief augur welt for consumer 
spending, even though there will be countervailing influences from 
inflation and larger bills for fuel, energy, and other “overhead” 
expenses. Overall. retail trade could post an increase of 10% in 
1978, but ex-inflation gains may range only in the 3%-4% area. 

Federal. state, and municipal governments will boost their 
outlays in the new year, but much of the increase will be due to 
inflation. There will, however, be some real gains to lend support to 
the economy. The financial status of many Siates and municipali- 
ties has improved sufficiently to permil more spending. but the 
federal budget faces a massive deficit. 


1977 was another bumper year tor American agricultural 
output, but depressed farm prices put many farmers in serious 
financial straits. The recent step-ups in Soviet grain buying, the 
government's directive for1978 planting cutbacks, and the pressure 
of farm groups for more substantial assistance should improve 
farm conditions somewhat. Another “grain drain” with a resultant 
runaway of farm prices does not seem fikely. Carryover grain stocks 
are abundant, ang it is heartening to note the improvement in soit 
moisture of late in many key growing regions which had been 
plagued by drought 


DOMESTIC POLITICAL-FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


The emphasis on a national energy policy in 1977 was slated to 
be followed by a massive tax reforn effort. But the Senate's intran- 
sigeance on energy matters and the realities of the 1978 elections 
have forced a reshuffling of priorities, with stress in the coming 
year heing laid on tax relief principally for the individual, and only 
nominal reform efforts elsewhere. Federal spending priorities can 
also falt vi : lo elechiun-year and the nati 
health insurance and full employment programs face tough 
resistance far cast reasons. Stricter banking regutatians, establish- 
ment of 2 separate Department of Education, return of the Postal 
Service to Congressional authority, and an altered version of the 
Strategic Arms limitation Treaty could survive heated debate and 
teach enactment 

With anti war sentiment still strong, we should be abie to 
avoid military involvement in 1978. Diplomatic, trade, and monetary 
problems will be more difficult to cope with, however, and will 
undoubtedly sorely test this country's foreign economic policy

MONEY SUPPLIES — INTEREST RATES 


The spurt in short-term interest rates in 1977 and the Fed's 
anti-inflation monetary policy brought fears of another credit 
crunch. But it did not develop, nor is a pinch likely in 1978, Money 
supply is ample — in fact, troublesomely large in view of 
inflationary pressures — but credit should tighten somewhat 
during the year and the prime lending rate of commercial banks 
could move up to 9% by year’s end. Long-term interest rates, which 
have been far less volatile than short-term rates in recent years, 
should semain so in 1978, although the Treasury's need to finance 
its ponderous deficit will inexorably nudge the cost of long-term 
funds above the current level. 


SIUCK AND BOND OUTLOOK 

Hit by a myriad of uncertainties. the stock market was mainly 
on the defensive in 1977. The net result was to keep the supply of 
ataciiveiy priced stocks in good volume, especially from the 
standpoint of the price-earnings ratio. And with another year of 
healthy business expected plus continuing boosts in dividend 
nayments, investor buying enthusiasm may be in greater evidence 
in tne stock market in 1y¥/8.

That's exactly what my 
colleagues and | in the Se- 
naie fiad to do 2 fot of during 
1977 in order to gain passage 
of some very important new 
laws. 

The fine art of compro- 
mise was evidenced in the 
Legislature in 1977, for ex- 
ample, during negotiations 
on the 1977-78 state budget, 
Single Business Tax reform, 
the PBB problem. and a uti- 
lity assistance program. Bills 
dealing with all of these 
issues were enacted into law 
in 1977. 

There are times, 
when lawmakers. like any- 
one else, are unable to reach 
compromises. Oespite our 
efforts to see our state's 
workers’ compensation laws 
reformed, voluntary quitters 
eliminated from our unem- 
ployment rolls, and school 
financing revised. no new 
laws were forthcoming in 
these areas. That doesn't 
mean. of course. that we 
have given up trying to reach 
acceptable compromises on 
ihese thorny issues. It just 
means that we are going to 
have to continue to push 
even harder in 1978. 

As you are no doubt 
aware, it's rarely easy to 
reach a compromise. When 
you compromise. you gener- 
ally have fo give something 
up in order to achieve your 
overall goal. 

Hore’s a brief explanation 
of some of the major “com- 
promise” laws which were 
eneacted by the | egislature 
this year: 

~The 1977-78 State Bud- 
get: The Legislature agreed 
to appropriate approximately 
$3.8 billion to carry the state 
through the 1977-78 fiscal 
year. Included in that total 
were funds for kindergarten - 
12 and higher education, 
mental! and public health. 
social services, corrections. 
agriculture, natural resour- 
ces, and transportation. The 
controversy aver which law 
enforcement agency shouid 
patrol the state's freeways 
was resolved in the fall when 
the Legislature decided to 
assign that responsibility to 
the State Police. 

~ Single Business Tax Re- 
form: Some $72 million in 
business tax relief. retroac- 
live 10 January +, 1977. was 
approved during the final 
days of the 1977 lagisiative 
Session. About $55 million 
of that amount will benefit 
small and low-profit busi- 
nesses, many of which en- 
countered heavy tax increas- 
es when the SBT took effect 
in 1976. This relief will come 
from a new tax credit for- 
mula which is based on a 
firm's Net profits (plus sala- 
res) in relation to its tax 
base, an increase in the 
small business exemption 
from $36.000 to $40.000. and 
expansion of the tax credit 
for unincoran 
es. ; 

—The PBB Problem: Two 
Major new laws were enacl- 
ed in 1977 to deal with the 
agricultural and health prob- 
lems resulting from the acci- 
dental mixing of PBB with 
livestock feed savera! years 
ago. The firsi requires the 
testing of milk and animals 
bursement to farmers for 
their losses. white the se- 
cond provides funds for a 
Statewide humantesting pro- 
Qram to be conducted in 
1978 and aimed at determin- 
ing the health effects of PBB 
On Michigan residents. 

— Utility Assistance: About 
298,000 low-income persons. 
half of whom are senior 
citizens, will be receiving 
grants of from $100 to $200 
from the state to heip them 
pay their home heating bills 
this winter as a result of 
legislative approval of a 
compromise utility assist- 
ance bill, Some $38 million 
Was authorized by the Legis- 
lature to be allocated to fund 


the program,

ITEM: Fifty-six men signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Five were 
captured or imprisoned in the war that 
followed.

{This is one of a series of 
oublic service articles: ex- 
plaining, in general terms, a 
provision of Michigan law. 
Individuals who wish to de- 
termine the effect of any law 
upon their private legal af- 
fairs should consult with a 
private attorney.] 

With the passage of the 
new Michiaan Consumer 
Protection Act. the ancient 
COMMUN taw imax “Caveat 
emptor - let the buyer be- 
ware”. has been replaced by 
a new maxim in Micnigan 
“let the dishonest merchant 
beware!” 

The purpose behind the 
Consumer Protection Act. is 
to give the Attorney Gencral 
and the county prosecutors 
sirong enforcement powers 
to take preventive and reme- 
dial action in an effort to 
eliminate the problems that 
result in letters and teie 
phone calls from trate citr 
zens, complaining about 
shoddy merchandise, care- 
less or unneeded renair 
work. deceptive dealings. 
and misleading claims and 
advertising. 

The new law prohibits 29 
unfair and deceptive acts 
and practices, while provid- 
ing the Atlorncy General 
with the power to obtain 
injunctions anc subpoena 
business records. The courts 
are given the powcr to fine 
vidiaiors up id $25.000 for 
persistently defrauding and 
billing consumers. 

The law also provides that 
you may hire a orivate at- 
torney and proceed directly 
to court fer a ruling on an 
alleged violation or obtain an 
injunction against a violating 
business. Should the court 
decide there is a violation of 
the law, you may recover 
attorney's [CoS aS well as 
actual damages or $250, 
whichever !5 greater. 

The consumer is also pro- 
vided with the opportunity to 
file a class action lawsuit 
against the offending busi- 
less. 

lf you feei you've beer 
cheated or have encourterea 
a fraudulent usines& pra- 
Ctice, the first move in solv- 
ing your problem is to act on 
your own behalf. Take it

es. there will be a gradual 
increase in the length of the 
day, until by the end of 
January there will be nearly 
an hour more daylight,” 
Losh reports. 

“However, along with this 
increasing sunlight, we are 
likely to have colder weather 
— the lengthening of the day 
will have little effect on the 
temperatures.” 

It is not until early Fe- 
bruary, she says, that the 
rate of heating by day over- 
takes the rate of cooling by 
night. Furthermore, although 
the number of daylight hours 
and the intensity of the sun 
are at a minimum at the 
winter solstice (Dec. 21), 
this is not necessarily the 
coldest time of the year. 

“The peak of the season 
usually comes from four to 
six weeks lator, referred to 
as the ‘lag ot the seasons’,” 
she expiains. “The iengifen- 
ing of the day will be mare 
noticeable by the later sun- 
set in the evening than by 
the earlier sunrise in the 
morning. 

“Due to the earth’s faster 
motion in its orbit at this 
time of year, our clocks are 
definitely ahead of the sun. 
This means that the sun 
crosses the meridian — the 
mid-point of its daily path — 
not at noon out 40 of 5G 
minutes later,” Losh notes. 
“This makes the afternoons 
longer than the mornings.” 

Additional winter constel- 
lations will be coming into 
view on January nights. 
Among them are Gemini. the 
Heavenly Twins. made up of 
{wo parallel lines of stars. 

“The lines extend from 
Orion to the bright stars 
Castor and Pollux, the Twins 
of legendary fame.” says 
Losh. “Also known as the 
‘Giant's Eyes.’ Pollux on the 
lett is brighter at present, 
but it is believed that years 
ago Castor may have out- 
shown his brother.” 

Following Gemini in the 
Zodiac is Cancer, the Crab. 
“The faint stars of this group 
form an inverted or upside 
down letter Y, with the 
Beehive cluster near the 
juncture point.” Losh con- 
linues.

Following Cancer is Leo, 
ihe fierce iion prowling the 
sky beiow the hind feet of 
the Great Bear (Ursa Major). 
“Leo's brightest star is Re- 
guius, the King Star, so 
named because from earliest 
times it was thougnt to rule 
the affairs of heaven. On a 
very ancient record one 
reads, ‘If the star of the great 
lion is gloomy, the heart of 
the peasle will reiaice’ ” 

!n January Venus will em- 
erge as an evening planet in 
the West. “Having been the 
bright ‘morning star’ for 292 
days, it will soon be the 
bright ‘evening star in the 
west for a similar period of 
time," Losh says. 

Jupiter will arise around 
sunset, and about two hours 
later Mars will be rising 
below Castor and Pollux. 
"Oa the 18th, it will be 
noarest the earth in ils 
{two-year revolution period. 
but still more than 60 million 
miles away,” adds the U-M 
astronomer. 

Saturn will remain close to 
Regulus thru-out the month.
